“That the Water Works Committee be and hereby 
are empowered to secure option to purchase the works, 
structures, estate and property of the Suncook Water 
Works Company on or before two years from this date, 
the terms of such option to be submitted to a meeting 
of the voters of this town before such option is accepted;

instructed to investigate fully into the condition of the 
aforesaid works, structures, estate and property, and to- 
report thereupon at the next annual town-meeting.”

Report State Tax Commissioner, 1914 


INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax commis- 
sion guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for 
the support of government, and they have no disposition 
to assume that role. Nevertheless, ‘‘economy being a most 
essential virtue in all states,’ and it. being “‘the duty of 
legislators and magistrates . . . to countenance and 
inculcate the principles of . . . economy,” all as set 
forth in the constitution of this state, the commissioners 
believe themselves to be amply justified in urging, as they 
have so often urged before, the importance of this subject 
upon the voters of the state. The public revenue, state 
and municipal, is the voters’ business and they are respon- 
sible, directly or indirectly, for every extravagance affect- 
ing it from the inception to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term a 
tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called 
-a fee or a fine. . In the figures that follow therefore, all fees, 
fines, and other exactions, if any, are included with the 
taxes upon polls and estates. To illustrate the compara- 
tive importance of the two classes, it may be said that the 
taxes upon polls and estates represent about 95 per cent. 
and all other income about 5 per cent. of the total revenue 
of the state, and of the counties, cities, towns, districts and 
precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and bounds 
in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes assessed 
by and within the state of New Hampshire was $5,373,420.- 
22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of $3,391,618.- 
85, or 63 per cent., in ten years. But these figures do not 
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adequately represent the velocity the upward movement 
has now attained. To show that it is necessary to divide 
the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 was $924,388.79, 
or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while that in 1913 was 
$2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. greater than in 1908. By 
so much did the advance in the last half of said period ex- 
ceed that in the first half. These figures will be the more 
alarming if it is remembered that while taxes already suffi- 
ciently heavy were advancing 63 per cent., the population of 
the state increased only about 43 per cent., and while the 
one was advancing 39 per cent., the other increased only 
about 2% per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the 
annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as above 
was as follows: |

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the 
middle and considering the halves separately. For the first 
five years the average annual increase was $184,877.76; for 
the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely pertinent 
to consider how long the little state of New Hamsphire, 
almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already bur- 
densome and increasing at the rate of practically half a mil- 
lion dollars a year without crippling her industries and im- 
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poverishing her people. Plainly it is a condition not calcu- 
lated to attract capital from without the state or to en- 
courage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes 
for each man, woman and child in the state. Five years 
later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and 
in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been equally 
distributed among all the people it would have meant a 
burden of $100 for each family of five members. Though in 
reality there was little such equality in the assessment there 
was much in the payment. The fact is that those who oc- 
cupy, use or consume property, no matter who owns it, 
are those who in the last analysis pay most, if not all, of the 
taxes thereon. Ifthe wage earner or theman of limited means 
understood he was in reality paying something like $100 a 
year in state and municipal and half as much more in federal 
taxes for the government of himself, his wife and three 
children his influence and his vote would more frequently 
make for economy in appropriations and expenditures than 
heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except 
in part. 


School Report 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Allenstown: 


I have the honor of submitting to you my second annual 
report of the work done in your schools. 

Your attention is called to the reports of the special 
instructors, medical inspectors and the committee on repairs. 

The work of the special instructors has been well and 
thoroughly done. The pupils have responded voluntarily 
to their new work and, I believe, appreciate their great 
advantages. They work with such enthusiasm that it is 
a delight to see them at their tasks. 

I want to state emphatically that the pupils have not in ~ 
the least neglected the other studies in the curriculum but 
have shown greater enthusiasm in their daily work than 
ever before. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The medical inspectors have done their work thought- 
fully and thoroughly. Many defects of the pupils have 
been discovered and remedied. Eye strain has been re- 
lieved by means of properly adjusted glasses. Medical 
inspection has tended to make the pupil more thoughtful 
of his bodily health. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that music and drawing be taught 
by the same instructors. 

That medical inspection be conducted as in the year 
last past. 
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That a sufficient sum of money be raised to complete the 
needful repairs on the village school buildings and grounds. 

That the School Board report four hundred dollars for 
books and supplies. 

That the School Board report six hundred dollars for 
High School tuitions. 

The schools of this district are well governed and are 
making a commendable degree of progress. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation to the 
citizens, school board, teachers and pupils for their cordial 
support.

MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. Henry S. Roberts, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear S1r.—In replying to your request I am submitting 
a report of the Manual Training Department which was 
begun last term. 

Our aim was to enter in this course all boys and girls in 
the three grammar grades. sHowever, owing to the lack 
of equipment, only the boys of these grades could be accom- 
modated, together with some of the larger boys from the 
lower rooms. he classes are in three divisions, each one 
working an hour a week. 

On account of the small number of pupils in each divi- 
sion a great deal of individual attention can be given. This 
allows us to get away from a set course of models. As far 
as possible I have permitted each boy to choose his own 
mcdel, providing that it involved some new phase of work. 
So far they have completed pencil holders, bench hooks, 
foot rests, sleeve boards, coat and hat racks, and broom 
holders. Besides these stock models the boys have done 
some work for the school, such as making wands, fitting 
window boards, and putting up a shelf in the office. 
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It is gratifying to see the interest shown by the pupils in 
their work. They are fast improving in care and accuracy. 
The course seems especially beneficial to the large boys in 
the lower grades who are as careful as those more advanced 
in academic work. It will be a wonderful aid in the all- 
around development of the pupils when the school can 
afford to install equipment to accommodate all of the 
children large enough to handle the tools. 

In conclusion, I wish to invite all those in the community 
who are interested in manual training to visit this depart- 
ment and see what is being done.

DomeEstTic ScIENCE DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. Henry S. Roberts, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Srr—It is my pleasant duty to submit to you a 
report of the work accomplished in the Domestic Science 
Department. 

During the fall the school kitchen was equipped 
with utensils such as could be used by the pupils in their 
homes, and at the same time offer an incentive to the 
bettering of home conditions. 

In the cooking classes thirty-three pupils are enrolled, 
from the fourth grade through the eighth grade. Owing 
to the lack of equipment the classes are in four divisions, 
each division working one hour a week. The length of the 
lessons is necessarily short due to the regular school schedule. 

It has been my aim to instruct the pupils along practical 
lines so that after leaving school their knowledge of domestic 
science and sewing would prove of real value to each of 
them. In planning the work for the year I was governed 
by two motives; one, that it will eventually work up to a 
five year course, and second, that it will: be impossible 
for some of the pupils to continue the work of the Depart- 
ment next year. I have, for that reason, given in some 
instances more advanced work than would regularly come 
in a first year class. 

Following is an outline of the work planned: 


1. Food Principles (1 fen: 
Discussion of the five food classes and use of each in 
the body. 
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. Fuels (1 lesson). 7 
Combustion, application to use of kitchen range. 


. Preservation of foods (2 lessons). 
Canning fruits and vegetables.

Application of principles of cookery to the making of 
plain candies.

That the Domestic Science Course is regarded with favor 
is manifested by the interest shown by both the boys and 
girls. I find that many times the dishes that are prepared 
here are repeated at home. The bettering of home con- 
ditions can, in many cases, be accomplished by the pupils 
if they apply their class-room work in sewing and cooking 
to their home work, for these young people are to be the 
homemakers of the future. 

The sewing classes are in two divisions, each Sos 
one hour a week. 

We have spent much time learning different stitches, 
and have also had an opportunity to use ready-made paper 
patterns. Considerable time is being spent by the girls 
and boys in making white aprons and caps which are to 
be worn in the Cooking Department. Owing to the lack 
_ of a sewing machine, all this work is being done by hand. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the school board, superin- 
tendent, teachers, and townspeople for their hearty co- 
operation, and for the interest which they have taken in 
this department.

Mr. Henry S. Roberts, Superintendent of Schools: 


My pear Mr. Ropertrs—At your request I am submit- 
ting a report of folk-dancing in the Allenstown schools. 
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_ There is no question about the educative value of folk- 
dancing or supervised plays and games. It leads the pupils 
to think when at play, to be courteous and thoughtful at 
recreation as well as at other times. From a_ physical 
standpoint, it develops the muscles and gives the child 
the proper amount of exercise. It keeps the mind at work 
and arouses the pupil’s interest. 

In the fall we played games and did simple dances on 
the school ground. We have physical exercises such as 
arm extension, marching, left and right facing, head and 
body bending and foot flexion during the rest periods in 
school. In the five minutes taken morning and afternoon 
for these exercises the children do good work and learn to 
act promptly. 

The dances grow more difficult according to the grade 
and as the steps advance. 

There is an age when the child will be awkward. All 


these dances and exercises help at this time to introduce ~ 


grace and ease, teach the idea of unison and co-operation, 
and help the pupil to admire the aesthetic. 

We would be glad to show any of our dances or exercises 
to anyone who is interested, at any time. Visiting the 
schools leads to co-operation between teachers, pupils and 
parents.

Dear Sir—In presenting my report, I want to thank 
you and the members of the school board for your support, 
and interest, and to assure the teachers of my appreciation 
of their co-operation and efficient work for without it, I 
could not do much. 

Nearly every boy and girl in the Allenstown school is 
interested in music, and most of them do excellent work. 
The enthusiasm of the boys in the highest grades is very 


» 
a a 
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gratifying to me, and their work in three-part singing is 
excellent. I speak especially of the boys because in these 
grades, the boys usually begin to grow self-conscious and, 
as their voices break, they naturally do not want to sing, 
so it is in them that I particularly like to arouse and sustain 
an interest in music. It is at this age that orchestral 
instruments appeal to them and how I wish that Allens- 
town could afford to buy instruments for all who wish them, 
just as they buy books and other school materials. This 
is being done in many places with most excellent results. 
A good piano is an actual necessity and I hope the school 
board can see its way clear to purchasing one. A phono- 
graph is invaluable in presenting high standards of singing 
and playing, besides being such a help in folk-dancing. 

In all grades but the first, supplementary books have 
been placed, so that each class has at least two books to 
read and the higher grades have three song-books, thus 
affording a variety of material. 

The lives of some of the masters of music have been 
studied as well as some of their compositions, and we have 
given two entertainments—one devoted to the study of 
Verdi, the other to Mozart. 

We are to give a Stephen Foster program in the near 
future and the pupils are learning these well beloved folk- 
songs of our American composers. 

As rhythm is one of the elements of music, we began 
last year to learn some folk-dances, and gave an exhibition 
on the school grounds in June. Folk-dancing, marching 
and all kinds of rhythmic gymnastic exercises are a great 
help in music, especially in the primary grades. 

Individual singing has been encouraged so that most 
of the pupils sing alone as naturally as they recite in other 
subjects. 

I should like to give a demonstration of the different 
lines of work done in music in all grades sometime during 
the spring term, if it meets with your approval.

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DRAWING DEPARTMENT. 
Mr. H. S. Roberts, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Str—During the year I have visited the village 
schools each week, giving a lesson forty-five minutes in 
length in each of the three rooms. The teachers devote the 
same amount of time to the work during the week. 

We began the spring term with construction work; the 
lower grades made Easter cards, May baskets and Arbor- 
day booklets. The grammar grades were taught the reading 
and making of simple working drawings, the use of the ruler 
and compass, and the ordinary geometric knowledge neces- 
sary for work of this kind. Under this subject came letter- 
ing, the different kinds of construction lines, and drawing 
to scale. The remainder of the term was spent in nature 
study and reproduction of trees, spring flowers, birds and 
landscapes. Original designs were made from these motives 
and used to ornament surface coverings, book covers pro- 
grams, etc. The grammar grades made books of tree litera- 
ture and bird charts, designing appropriate covers for them, 
and for language and geography papers. 

In the fall we began again nature reproduction in pencil, 
paint and crayon, of earth, sky, plants, fruits and vegetables, 
using the drawings in various decorative ways. After 
the first of November the work changed to paper construc- 
tion work, a form of manual training.. The children made 
lanterns, candy boxes, menu cards, booklets, Christmas 
gifts and decorations. Through the making of these we 
tried to teach the children a love for the simple and artistic 
forms and colorings. 

With January began object and still-life drawing. The 
higher grades were taught the principles of fore-shortening, 
perspective, convergence and something of light and shade. 
Valentine day was observed in February, also Lincoln’s and 
Washington’s birthdays by illustrated language papers, 
booklets, badges, ete. 

In all the grades the children are taught the colors and 
how to make all colors from the three primaries: red, 
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yellow and blue, and the various tints and shades of each; 
also color harmony and certain rules which govern color 
combinations. This instruction should result in an in- 
creased good taste in the choice of wearing apparel, and the 
furnishings and adornments of the homes. 

In connection with the language work we have taken up 
the study of the world’s great pictures and the artists who 
painted them, trying to arouse through the interest of the 
child an appreciation and recognition of the good and beauti- 
ful in art. 

Each lesson is planned for its educational value, and the 
educational value of drawing is exceedingly great. As a 
mode of expressing thoughts and making exact records it is 
as valuable as language itself. It tends to develop the 
powers to see and to do. A pencil is one of the best of 
eyes. The greater portion of our studies train the memory. 
A very small proportion train the power to see straight and 
do straight, which is the basis of all industrial skill.

PHYSICIANS’ REPORT 


During the year medical inspection has been carried out 
in the schools as in previous years. The system has proved 
very satisfactory and the examiners were gratified to find 
a marked improvement from year to year in the physical 
appearance of the children of our schools. 

As a result of a more Careful adjustment of the seats to 
the pupil, instead of the pupil to the seat, nearly all of the 
spinal curvatures which were so apparent at the first in- 
spection have disappeared. 

No cases of tuberculosis were discovered. 

The most common trouble noted was decayed teeth and 
we wish to again call the attention of the parents to the 
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fact that decayed teeth are a very frequent source of danger 
and that very often the tonsils become infected from dis- 
eased teeth. 

In a few cases eye defects have been observed and cor- 
rected to the marked improvement of the child. 

The work is full of possibilities for good and free from 
objectionable defects.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON REPAIRS. 


At the last annual school meeting the citizens voted an 
appropriation for repairing, heating and rendering sanitary 
the Village school house. At this meeting Mrs. Hall Bailey — 
and Mr. Bert L. Mellen were elected to act with the school 
board as a committee for making repairs. 

The small building formerly used for a supply room was 
taken down and a brick addition twenty feet wide, sixteen 
feet long, and twelve feet high erected. This addition was 
divided into two rooms by a brick wall eight inches thick. 
These rooms are used for toilets.—In the boys’ toilet were 
placed a porcelain urinal five feet long and two closets with 
stools. In the girls’ toilet were placed three closets with 
stools, one closet for teachers’ use. In each room a sanitary 
drinking fountain and wash bowl were placed. The floors 
of these rooms are of concrete. Each room, lighted by two 
windows, is well drained and ventilated and heated by a 
radiator sufficiently large to warm it. 

The room at the right of the hall on the lower floor was 
equipped for manual training and domestic science. 

A roll way consisting of stone steps, leading to the base- 
ment, was placed at the northwesterly side of the building. 

We awarded the contract for installing a steam heating 
plant to Fred W. Morse after receiving bids from Manches- 
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ter and Concord firms. A new Walker boiler of sufficient 
power was installed and new radiators were placed in rooms 
formerly heated by stoves and in the halls on the first floor, 
furnishing sufficient radiating surface to economically heat 
the rooms and building. The plumbing and steam heating 
is of such a character as to do honor to any contractor 
and reflects great credit to the firm of F. W. Morse. 

There still remains much to be done to the building and 
grounds to make a pleasant and attractive school hours. 

Walks should be laid from the street to the building; the 
basement should have a concrete floor and the walls and 
ceilings covered that it may be used as a play room for boys 
during very cold or stormy weather.
